"We're all getting a break

He expects the congestion to 


get worse, however. "The day 
we're all dreading is the Sunday 
after New Year's when every- 
body is going to be returning at 
the same time," McKibben said. 
"Lord help us. It is going to be 
something out of this world." 


In most cities, the question is 


not whether there will be record 
holiday crowds, but simply how 
high the records will be. 


An Eastern Airlines spokes- 


man in Philadelphia said the 
carrier expected a 60 per cent 
increase this year in travel to 
Florida and Puerto Rico.

NEW YORK (AP) - A new 


daytime serial will be born Dec. 
30 on NBC, and its creator will 
be hurt and a little angry if 
"Hidden Faces" is kissed off as 
just another soap opera. 


"It is an adventure-mystery 


serial in which we develop char- 
acters," insisted author Irving 
Vendig. "We'll show the action 
—our 
characters won't sit 


around drinking coffee and talk- 
ing about something that hap- 
pened off-camera." 


Thew serial has been planned 


deliberately for a long life. 
Vendig created "Edge of NtgfiP/ 
as an adventure-mystery serial 
and wrote its scripts for nine 
years before he moved along to 
other things, and the serial is 
still on the air. He turned out 
more 
than 2,200 scripts for 


"Perry Mason" In itsradiodays 
and recalls it went on for 15 
years— and was followed by the 
Raymond Burr TV series for an- 
other nine. 


Vendig made a master plan 


for "Hidden Faces" that care- 
fully puts his principal charac- 
ters in positions surrounded by 
drama. His male lead, for ex- 
ample, is a state senator vic- 
timized by a blackmail plot. 


Vendig does not expect the 


series will receive immediate 
acceptance. 


"Getting these daytime things 


going takes time," he said. "It 
usually takes a year, and even 
longer, because daytime view- 
ers are more creatures of habit 
than nighttime viewers, even if 
they are the same people, I do, 
however, think it is wrong to 
treat the daytime audience as if 
it consisted only of housewives. 
I believe that about one quarter 
of that potential audience is 
men— men who work at home, 
night workers, garage men, doc- 
tors and others. 


Vendig started turning out 


broadcast material in Chicago 
during its golden radio days, 
While he has been associated 
with some big, long.running 
shows, he also has experienced 
disaster, most recently with a 
Short-lived daytime serial called 
"Paradise Bay" a few seasons 
back, 
"It was one of the worst con* 


cepts for a serial," he admitted 
frankly, "J knew it couldn't 
work the minute I saw the first 
show and. I wanted to kill it then 
and there, But the network was 
committed to 36 weeks, so we 
staggered on to the end," 


It takes time and patience to 


get a new serial on the air. NBC 
received Vendig/s original <?on» 
cept in March 1906, aad four 
months later was given five 
Sample scripts,

PATERSON,

Eight policemen have been in- 
dicted by a federal grand jury 
on charges of conspiracy to vio- 
late and violation of civil rights 
of Negro residents during racial 
disorders last summer. 


The indictment said the po- 


licemen assaulted one Negro, 
and broke windows of several 
business establishments operat- 
ed by Negroes. 


U.S. Atty. David Satz Jr. of 


uiNew Jersey said the policemen 
"'/were charged^wtth^violating' 'a? 


1872 Civil Rights Act, the first 
such indictments against police- 
men brought In the state. 


"Enough people came for- 


ward immediately with enough 
evidence to warrant presenta- 
tion to the grand jury," Satz 
said. 


A coalition of civil rights 


groups charged that the police 
department "rioted against the 
citizens, uncontrolled by their 
own authorities," while sup- 
pressing the disorders.

firmly packed

1 cup sour milk or 


buttermilk

Court Taking 
Up Draft Low 
Questions

WASHINGTON (AP) _ 'The 


Supreme Court, moving slowly 
and carefully, lias started to re' 
Solve draft law questions raised 
by the Vietnam War, But Impor* 
tant decisions still He ahead. 


in rulings Monday the court 


said: 


—Divinity students and others 


expressly exempted from the 
draft by Congress may not be 
shorn of their exemptions as 
punishment for antiwar views. 


—A draft board's refusal to 


shield a man from military 
service as a conscientious objec- 
toj cannot be tested in court be» 
fore induction. 


The decisions did not settle 


the basic issue of whether the 
Selective Service can use the 
draft laws to punish antiwar ad- 
vocates. 


This problem awaits the court 


in a case Involving a draftee 
who doesn't have a statutory ex- 
emption and was classified 1A 
for turning in his draft card. 


Draft boards, on a clear sig- 


nal from Lt. Gen. Lewis B. Her- 
shey, director of Selective Serv- 
ice, have been using delinquen- 
cy regulations to expose oppo-

induction. 


the divinity student ruling fe« 


duces the boards' power and 
may be interpreted as a blow at 
Hershey policy. 


Justice William o. Douglas, in 


the 6 to 3 decision said the Cfmy* 
enne, Wyo,, draft board which 
c l a s s i f i e d divinity studeftt 
James J. Oestereich 1A for 
turning In his draft card to the 
Justice Department acted in a 
"blatantly lawless manner." 


Congress explicitly exempted 


from the draft divinity students 
and clerics, veterans, National 
Guardsmen and reservists, sole 
surviving sons and youths under 
19. 


These people, under the Oes* 


tereich decision, 
cannot be 


forced into service because of 
their political, racial or reli- 
gious views. 


Most Vietnam war critics do 


not fit into this category. And 
the second ruling may foreshad- 
ow gloomy days for them. 


However, that ruling dealt 


with a bid for conscientious ob- 
jector status—and did not in- 
volve allegations that the draf- 
tee, Charles Gabriel of Alameda 
County, Calif., was being pun- 
ished for his views on the war.

Amendment grounds?

Recluse Leaves 
an Actress 
His Fortune 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - "Un- 


fortunately," says former ac- 
tress Dolores Moran, "for the 
life of me I can't remember the 
man." 


She was talking of Anthony 


Ponce, a 58-year-old bachelor 
recluse who left her most of his 
$250,000 to $300,000 estate. 


Miss Moran, now 41, appar- 


ently met him Ihen she was a 
15-year-old carhop in Sunnyvale, 
Calif. 


Joseph DeGioia, attorney for 


the will's executor, suggested 
Ponce may never have realized 
tow much he .was leaving Miss 
Moran. The will was drawn up 
in 1947. It left $6.000 to five 
nieces and 
a 
newphew and 


"all the rest of my real and per- 
sonal property to Dolores Mo- 
ran of Hollywood, Calif., former- 
ly employed by Warner Broth- 
ers." 


The other property included a 


10-acre apricot grove that was 
worth perhaps $1,000 in 1941. 
when Ponce is believed to have 
met Miss Moran. Since then, the 
property has become surround- 
ed by exclusive Sunnyvale hous- 
ing developments. Attorneys es- 
timate 
its 
value now from 


$250,000 to perhaps $300,000. 


The nieces and nephew, all 


married and of modest incomes, 
say they plan to contest the will, 
filed for probate Monday. 


Ponce lived in a modest house 


on the grove. Few in Sunnyvale, 
which is in northern California, 
knew him. A long-time friend, 
George Bonacich, said Ponce 
"never mentioned anybody. He 
was pretty close mouthed." 


DeGioia also said Ponce never 


mentioned Miss Moran: "He, 
just remembered her, He took a 
liking to her when she was a 
young girl and he dropped in at 
the drive-in for an occasional 
cup of coffee." She says her 
memory of the incident has 
been "washed away" by time. 


Mjss Moran, at 16, signed a 


seven-year contract lith War* 
ner Bros. She was called a "new 
Jean Harlow." She had star bill- 
ings in "The Horn Blows at Mid- 
night," "Johnny One-Eye," and 
"Old Acquaintance," she quit 
acting after marrying producer 
Benedict E. Bogeaus. They had 
one child, Brett, now 30, and 
were divorced four years ego. 
Bogeaus, who produced, among 
others, "The Bridge of San mis 
Key," died last August.

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— The Apollo 8 launch team be- 
gan today the critical task of ac- 
tivating the three fuel cells that 
will provide electrical power for 
the space ship on its Intended 
moon orbit flight. 


The operation, expected to 


last several hours, involved pip- 
ing in supercold liquid hydro- 
gen, at a temperature of 423 de- 
grees below zero, and liquid ox- 
ygen, at 297 below, into the fuel 
cell system. The two combine 
during flight to produce electric- 
ity and a by produdt, water, 
used by the astronauts for drink- 
tag.

The three astronauts ^htiTMrtll 


fly the • mission, meanwhile, 
slowed their rugged training 
pace as the countdown neared 
the final hours for Saturday's 
launching. 


Air Force Co. Frank Borman, 


Navy Capt. James A. Lovell Jr., 
and Air Force Maj. William A. 
Anders are to ride the awesome 
power of a Saturn 5 supper rocket 
Into space at 7:51 a.m. EST Sat- 
urday. 


If all goes well, they'll orbit 


the moon for 20 hours at Christ- 
mastime, paving the way for 
other astronauts to land next 
year. 


The trio Wednesday night 


watched the fiery blastoff of a 
Delta rocket and probably ex- 
pressed a wish that their Saturn 
5 works as well. The Delta per- 
formed perfectly and hurled a 
communications satellite into 
orbit. 


Lovell and Anders also spent 


a few hours with their wives, 
who flew here by private plane 
Wednesday from their homes

quilizer should not be taken 
by anyone-who.. has,.a liver 
disease. Those who do take 
it should have a blood count 
at intervals of 10 to 20 days. 
Side effects from too large a 
dosage include dryness of 
the mouth, drowsiness, diz- 
ziness and insomnia.

England is famous in stories 
as the meat for festivities. It 
is also a meat Americans re- 
gard as their choice for a 
big-time celebration, such as 
Christmas dinner. 


A standing rib roast is 


cause for rejoicing. Select 
only a USDA choice or prime 
cut". 
Be sure it is aged 


enough. By all means buy at 
least three ribs. Allow Mi- to 
l-pound of meat per person 
in boned meat. Season well 
with freshly ground pepper 
and salt, Place in shallow 
pan, rib side down. No rack 
is necessary for the unboned 
roast. Do not baste. 


No matter what part of the 


country you live m or how 
you define "rare," remem- 
ber when preparing the roast 
that the internal tempera- 
ture of the meat increases 
about 10 degrees after the 
roast has been r e m o v e d 
from the oven. You may 
wish to e x p e r i m e n t with 
your meat thermometer be- 
forehand but in any case con- 
sult your cooking chart pind 
take the roast from the oven 
b e f o r e the recommended 
temperature is reached.

NEW YORK (AP) - Presl* 


dentelect Nixon and his advis* 
ers see no need for any new in* 
structions to Cabinet nominees 
about talking in public, despite 
the flurry of gold price specula* 
tion set off by the comments of 
David Kennedy, who is to head 
the treasury Department, 


Ronald L. Ziegler, Nixon's 


press assistant, said Cabinet ap« 
pointees should and will contin- 
ue to discuss their views and 
philosophies. 


But one area is off limits: 


There will be no policy pro- 
nouncements from the 12 Cabi- 
net designates or the President- 
elect himself until after the Jan. 
20 inauguration. 


Ziegler said that policy, enun- 


ciated by Nixon for himself and 
his aides, remains unchanged. 


Kennedy Was one of three 


Cabinet designates due to see 
Nixon today. Ziegler said that 
meeting was arranged before 
the troublesome gold question 
arose. 


That happened Tuesday in 


Washington 
when 
Kennedy, 


hewing to the Nixon instructions 
against policy statements, re- 
fused to flatly commit himself 
to 
the current $35-an-ounce 


price of gold. 


This was taken by dealers in 


European gold markets as a 
hint that the new administration 
might not be wedded to the 
price 
which has 
stood un- 


changed for 34 years. Gold pur- 
chases and prices rose. 


Nixon acted to dampen the 


speculation 
by 
announcing, 


through Ziegler, that he antici- 
pates no change in the gold 
price. 


Other Cabinet choices on the 


Nixon calling list today were 
Gov. Walter J. Hickel of Alaska, 
who is to be secretary of the in- 
terior, and George P. Shultz, 
designated secretary of labor. 


The President-elect also was 


to see Sen. Thomas H. Kuchel of 
California who was defeated for 
renomination and will be leav- 
ing the Senate. 


He also had appointments 


with Rep. Ogden Reid of New

Ziegler said Nixon has decid-

When tak- 
ing them you should report 
any unusual symptoms to 
your d o c t o r at once, and 
even if you are getting along 
well you should see him 
every three or four weeks as 
long as you are taking these 
drugs.
